Remarks 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 12-30 are pending in the application, 
with claims 12, 18, and 24 being the independent claims. Claim 1 is sought to be cancelled 
without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter therein.

By the foregoing amendments, Applicants have canceled claim 1, thus 
rendering the double patenting rejection moot. Applicants therefore respectfully request that 
these rejections be withdrawn. 
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Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The Examiner has rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly being 
anticipated by Nguyen et al. By the foregoing amendments, Applicants have canceled claim 
1, thus rendering the 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) rejection moot. Applicants therefore respectfully 
request that this rejections be withdrawn. 

The Examiner has also rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being 
anticipated by Lightener et al. By the foregoing amendments, Applicants have canceled 
claim 1, thus rendering the 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) rejection moot. Applicants therefore 
respectfully request that this rejections be withdrawn. 

Other Matters 

The Examiner's observation that claim 1 of the instant Application conflicts with 
claim 1 of Application No. 09/329,352, as well as the Examiner's corresponding requirement 
that claim 1 of either application be cancelled, has been remedied by virtue of the above 
amendments. 



All of the stated grounds of objection and rejection have been properly traversed, 
accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the 
Examiner reconsider all presently outstanding objections and rejections and that they be 
withdrawn. Applicants believe that a full and complete reply has been made to the
